Last 
season Dr. Hume explored in a general way most of the 
area between Viking and Baxter Lake, but owing to the 
large area covered and the number of wells being drilled, 
at which valuable data was obtained, it was only possible 
to roughly pass over many interesting places which will 
no doubt be more thoroughly investigated this summer. 
After the conclusion of last summer’s work, Dr. Hume 
issued a very interesting report of bis investigations in 
the Irma-W ainwright field, no doubt at the conclusion of 
this summer’s work a more complete report will be issued 
by him.

According to the Alberta Provin¬ 
cial Department of Agriculture near¬ 
ly a quarter of a million bushels of 


oats were shipped from that province 


to New Zealand for seed purposes 


last winter. 


The Quebec Provincial Automobile 
Bureau estimates that well over 100,- 
000 automobiles will be registered in 
that Province during the year. This 
will mean an increase over the 1924 
registration of about 15,000 cars. 


The 1924 exports of live cattle to 
Great Britain exceed the 1923 figures 
by over twenty-two thousand heads, 
according to the official Canadian 
returns. Exports to the United 
States also showed a slight increase. 


Four small wooden vessels to act 
as tugs and feeders from Corona¬ 
tion Gulf to Herschel Islands, in the 
Arctic, are being built at Vancouver, 
B.C., to the order of the Hudsons Bay 
Company. They will be well power¬ 
ed and sheathed in iron bark. 


There is now only one mine in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass district idle. Be¬ 
tween eight and nine thousand tons 
of coal are being mined there daily 
and the mines at Coleman, Blairmore 
and Bellevue are rapidly striking 
their stride, their output being about 
six thousand tons. 


Although the chief beneficiaries 
under the new British preference 
proposals will be Canadian sugar, 
tobacco and automobiles, it is stated 
that Canadian wines and silk goods 
will also benefit to a certain extent. 
In the sugar preference an increase 
of about 25%, and in tobacco of from 
a fourth to sixth has been made. 


By a recent Order-in-Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, premiums 
for clearing land, which had pre¬ 
viously,theen set at $6 an acre, were 
increased to $8. The Order also pro¬ 
vide? that the premium will Be paid 
for a maximum of twenty acres of 
land and, as a result of it, a settler 
may obtain a grant of $160 from the 
Government as a reward for his 
work. 


According to the first weekly re¬ 
port issued by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the crop acreage this year 
will be slightly less than last. It 
is estimated that Manitoba will sow 
about 2,643,000 acres this year, Sas¬ 
katchewan 8,555,183 i and Alberta 
2,721,689 making a total area of 
13,919,872 as compared with 14,- 
153,905 in 1923. 

Very encouraging reports as to 
the general agricultural outlook in 
Southern Alberta have been re¬ 
ceived from Canadian Pacific Agents 
around Calgary. Much more prog¬ 
ress has been made with seeding 
than was anticipated and conditions 
are described as either “splendid”, 
“fine” or good and in every case 
plenty of moisture in the ground is 
reported. 

The country is being beseiged by 
moving-picture stars. Mary Pick- 
ford, Viola Dana, Tom Mix, Harold 
Lloyd and others have passed 
through within the last few weeks, 
and explored the Rocky Mountains 
and other Canadian attractions. The 
latest is Hoot Gibson, who is bring¬ 
ing a large company of movie peo¬ 
ple here to film the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede as an incident in a “super” 
drama.

STUBBLE TREATMENT 


A nine year average yield at 
Scott shows the second crop of 
wheat after summerfallow to be 
23 bushels 28 lbs pier acre when 
seeded imjmiediately after a per¬ 
fect burn iof stubble in the spring 
The perfect burn is very import¬ 
ant and has been effe'eted on tihis 
small area under test by 'First 
scattering straw over the stubble. 
This would no)t be practical on a 
large scale but it does give the 
definite Valuie of a perfect burn 
on clean mellow land free from 
grass and perrenial weeds. 

The average yield resulting 
from spring ploughing Without 
burning was 21 bus. 38 lbs and 
fall ploughing 16 bushels 46 lbs. 
per acre. Burning stubble in the 
fall and disced in spring before 
seeding gave 20 budbels 45 lbs. 
Stubble disced in the fall and 
seeded in the spring without 
ploughing gave 19 bushels 32 lbs. 
The nine year average is not 
available (for drilling in the stub¬ 
ble ’without any 1 treatment but in 
1924 this treatment resulted in a 
cro(p failure while spring plough¬ 
ing in Ihe same test gave approx¬ 
imately five bushels per acre. In 
the wet season of 1923 the crop 
on untreated stubble yielded 24 
bushels 20 lbs and the spring 
ploughing 33 bushels 42 lbs per 
acre. 

In the stubble treatment for 
sbotws a yield of 31 bushels 12 lbs 
pen acre to result from the culti¬ 
vating of the stubble just before 
seeding, 45 bushels 9 lbs from fall 
ploughing and 52 bushels 32 lbs 
fro!ml spring ploughing.

We consider Marquis wheat the best to use as a nurse crop, 
as it is early and does not shade the ground as mudh as some other 
varieties.

We fail tp see why just as soon as 
a couple marry and incur all the responsibilities of life, they should 
So frequently find thejmselves further handicapped by having for the 
first time to meet the requirements of taxation (whether that taxation 
be municipal or provincial we care not—it amounts to the same thing). 

In the Argentine republic which might be termed the 'Canada 
of South Ainerica, a tax on bachelors is in force. In this progressive 
country, for such it is, a man who has mt married must pay the 
exchequer a tax, approximating $5 per month. As he grows older he 
has to pay more. At 35, if still unmarried his tax grows to double that 
amount mentioned. This figure remains stationary foir the next fifteen 
years. After this the tax Imposed diminishes until the bachelor 
reaches the age of eighty years, when he becomes exempt.

It is self-evident that the avterage bachelor, by reason of his equal 
wage and lesser responsibilities, is more than $20 per m'ont.h ahead of 
his benedict brother and can well afford to contribute his quota to 
the public revenue.

to that of a benedict. !For instance he may be maintaining a home for 
his parents, or lie is the sole support of some member of the fmily, 
who would otherwise be a charge to the public. There are also some 
bachelor's, who like the land-owtoing farmer and who already pay 
taxes. All such bachelors mighe fairly be allowed sertain reductions: 
but the great (majority are better able ti contribute their share of 

taxation with greater ease than many who are noiw paying.

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WILTING IS 

DESIRABLE BEFORE 

ENSILING LEGUMES 


Silage from legume crops or 
mixtures of legumes and cereals 
appears to be of a much more de¬ 
sirable quality if these crops are 
wilted for several hours before 
ensiling. The wilting of alfalfa, 
in particular, seems to be essen- 
tiau, if good silage is to be made. 

Alfalfa, sweet clover and a 
mixture of oats, peas and vetches 
were stored at the Central Exper¬ 
imental Farm, Ottawa, in small 
wooden silos during the summer 


of 1921. Each silo was 6 feet high 
3 |£et in diameter and held ap¬ 
proximately half a ton. The 
various trials with' these crops, 
which occupied 21 silos, included 
cutting at different stages of ma¬ 
turity, ensiling before and after 
wilting and storing for periods of 
three, six and nine months. The 
silos were opened during the win¬ 
ter of 1924-25 and the silage was 
in every respect comparable to 
that which is produced in large 
farmi silos. 

The results of one year’s Work, 
though not exclusive, indicate 
that the stage of maturity and 
the amount of moisture in these 
crops at the time of ensili g 1 ave 


an important bearing on the sil¬ 
age produced, the reduction of 
the the original moisture content 
of the crops by Wilting showing 
the greatest benefit. 

There seems to be a greater 
likelihood of securing a desirade 
silage from full bloom alfalfa 
than from this i«rop cut at an 
earlier stage of maturity. There 
is an advantage in cutting sweet 
clover when the flower buds are 
well formed butbefore the crop 
blooms because there is a greater 
probability of securing a second 
cutting if the cropi is mowed at 
this stage than if let to go until 
the full bloom stage, although the 
silage frota full bloom sweet clo¬ 
ser was just as good as that from 
the cron cut in the bud stage. 
Silage of good quality was secur¬ 
ed from oats, peas and vetches 
ensiled when oats were in the 
hut the latter stage or just when 
the loths show 1 the first signs of 
turning appears to be the most 
desirable time to cut this crop. 

From alfalfa which bad been 
mowed when one-tenth in bloom 
and wilted in the sun for at least 
five hours or for a relatively 
longer period if the sun wos not 
shining, a fairly good silage was 
secured, while full bloom alfalfa 
wilted in a similar manner gave a 
silgae of better qunlitv and of 
considerably greater palatabilitv. 
Alfalfa ensiled immediately after 
cutting no matter what was the 
stage of maturity, gave an un¬ 
desirable and unpalatable silage. 
The wilting of Sweet clovter, and 
oats, peas and vetches for several 
hours resulted foo, in the produc¬ 
tion of a type of silage which' was 
somewhat more palatable than 
that produced by! unwilted ma¬ 
terial. ----- 

The length of the period of 
storage appeared to have little 
effect upon the silage which was 
produced. 


BIG FIRM ENCOURAGES 
CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING 


There is one very large corpor¬ 
ation in the United States that be 
lives in actively encouraging co 
operative marketing among the 
farmers. This is Sears Roebuck 
Co., which conducts an agricul¬ 
tural foundation for the benefit 
of the farming communities. In 
a letter to Mrs. F. E ! . Wyman, 
of tihe Alberta poultry pool, Mrs. 
Mary Puncke, formerly a promin¬ 
ent member of the U. F. A., and 
now an official of the Sears Roe¬ 
buck agricultural foundation, 
tells of what that corporation is 
doing to encourage the farmers 
to go in for co-operative market¬ 
ing. Mrs. Puncke states that 
farm organization in the States is 
in its infancy, and the foundation 
for which she works is earnestly 
''udeavouring to encourage all 
farm organization and improve 
economic conditions among the 
farmers. 


BOARDS OF TRADE 

GIVE ENDORSATION 


Endorsation of the pools has 
been givenby a dozen or more of 
the boards lof trade throughout 
the province, and the Edmonton 
board of trade has named June 
5th as a day for a special meet¬ 
ing at which speakers for each 
of the three pools will be present, 
Support for the pools in their 
membership drive is coming from 
many quarters in the province, 
and the outlook for obtaining 
the objective during the drive is 
very encouraging. 


ALBERTA CROP REPORT 


Seeding of wheat is practically 
completed throughout the prov¬ 
ince at this date, save in the ter¬ 
ritory immediately tributary to 
Edmonton, which appears to be 
somewhat later, and where from 
50 toi 75 per cent, of the wheat is 
in the ground. A few days more 
of the present favorlable weather 
Will see the completion of wheat 
seeding in this district. 

Reports received indicate that 
the increase in wheat acreage 
over the province will probably 
be 10 per cent. Delay in spring 
operations due to backward 
weather in the more central and 
northern districts has led to con¬ 
siderable area of wheat being 
seeded on stubble, a larger area 
than usual being 1 put in in this 
way. 

Seeding of the coarse grains is 
well under way with from 30 to 
50 per cent, completed. 

The weather generally speak¬ 
ing during the past fortnight has 
been cool and backward, with 
frosts in certain localities andi 
growth consequently 1 has been 
slow. In some of the southern 
districts early sown wheat is up 
from two td four inches. Warmer 
weather has prevailed during the 
past few days, but there has been 
no precipitation to speak of in 
any locality since last report. 
Moisture conditions continue sat¬ 
isfactory, however, there being 
sufficient in the soil to give good 
germination. 

Pasture is improving rapidly, 
and stock is picking up in condi¬ 
tion. A good deal of water is 
still lying in the low places in 
nearly every district in the prov¬ 
ince. Sloughs which have been 
dry for some years are well filled 

In the southern districts there 
has been a very large increase in 
the artea o-iven over to- sweet clo¬ 


ver, corn and alfalfa. In the Leth¬ 
bridge district, planting of sugar 
beets is about completed. Per¬ 
centage of winter killed winter 
wheat and rye is small. 

No serious outbreak of grass¬ 
hoppers is anticipated this sea¬ 
son. Farmers, however, are urg 
ed to keep a sharp look-out for 
any, outbreaks that may occur 
and report same to/ the Depart¬ 
ment at Edmonton at once.

$2000 WORTH OF SEED PROM FORTY ACRES 
“In 1912 a neighbour harvested a forty: acre field adjoining 
the first field mentioned. This Was also a volunteer! crop, as even 
yet no one had the faith to sow the seed. He secured a wonderful 
yield.of seed, marketing' it in Chicaga at $15.00 per (hundred pounds. 
This forty-acre field netted the (owner over $2C ) 0Q. People began to 
sit up and take notice, especially so when one of our largest sheep 
concerns paid $ ; 2’50 for the sweet clover straw stacks and stubble and 
wintered a large baud rof sheep on it, bringing them out in the spring 
m prime condition.” 

By the fall of 1914 the use of this plant as a chop had increas¬ 
ed enormuosly. Besides considerable acreage used for pasture and 
hay, there was sufficient acreage harvested to put at least four cars 
of seed on the northern and eastern markets, in addition to the large 
amount saved for local use. That yield the largest yield of seed was 
a trifle over ten bushels per acre on a field of thirfty-eight acres. 
Our farmers had discovered that they! grew sweet clover on the 
poorest land, that which had become water-logged from excessive 
irrigation, for the above yield was made on just sMcih land, land 
which had successfully resisted every effort to 'rniake it priaduce 
through a long period of years, and further this sweet clover is a. 
practical crop, yielding a big return in pasture or hay or seed, at 
the same time building up the soil to an even greater extent than 
alfalfa. Further it has been discovered that once stock became 
accustolmed to sweet clover, they eat it in preference to alfalfa and 
other hay, and they do remarkably well on it. ”
